Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan orc Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
ysars, cultivate 50 acres and erecta 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

THE CENTRAL ORGANIZATION. 


As custodian of the common = fund, 
the Central Organization will be ex- 
pected to exercise general oversight 
over the methods and activities of 
all the branches. A record of. all 
names, so far as obtainable, of men 
going to the front, will be kept at 
Ottawa, and local organizations will 
be expected monthly to send in a 
statement of the names on their lists 
and the amounts being allowed — to 
each. . . 

A moment’s reflection will show 
two obvious reasons why a_ central 
fund -is desirable :" 

1st. “The ability of communities to 
raise funds and the claims made up- 
on local organizations will be far 
from uniform. Some branches ‘will 
be able to ‘collect: more than they 
locally need, others will have de 
mands beyond their pcewer-to satisfy. 
In this trying time the strong, should 
be willing to help to bear the bur- 
dens of the weak. Some families will 
be found in: districts where no relief 
organizations can be found. Hbnce 
the need of a central body that may 
stand behind all and see that in no 
place throughout our wide Dominion 
innocent suffering is permitted to 
exist, 

2nd. A central organization is 
further necessary to make sure that 
the scale of distribution, making due 
allowa@ice for the difference in cost 
cf living, is appraximately the same 
with each branch. Obviously, it 
would Ke unfair for one locality to 
suppcrt its families too generously, 
while another was exercising the 
greatest economy, and yet both 
were falling back upon the commen 
fund. Hence, there should be no ob- 
jection on the part of a local Relief, 
Committee when the central body’ 
feels it incumbent upon them to seek 
information as tc their scale of assis- 
tance and give them advice as_ to 
how it may be made to .conform

Heavy Penalties For 
Trading With Enemies

Ottawa, November 2.—An order-in- 
council just issued fixes penalties for 
violation of the order against trade 
with Britam’s enemies. On summary 
conviction anyone guilty of trading 
with an enemy is liable to a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding 12 
months, with or without hard labor, 
or a fine of $2,000, or both. On con- 
viction on indictment the penalty is 
five years, or a fine of $5,000, or 
both, and the confiscation of goods 
or money in respect to the cffenve 
is optional with the court. When a 
company is the offender, every dinsc- 
tor, manager, secretary or other 
oflicer who is a party to the con- 
tract is guilty of the offence.

GIANT HOWITZERS. 


There is considerable talk and writ- 
_ing in the newspapers about huge 
German siege guns. For the most 
part it is not well informed. We 
hear of fourteen inch German howit- 
zers. We also hear of twenty-one 
inch howitzers, and even of twenty- 
three inch howitzers that are to be 
taken to the coast of Belgium, and 
to the Straits of Dover, or to be 
used as siege guns to smash the larg- 
er French forts. Such figures mean 
nothing to the people whe use them, 
and less to the public. The howitzer 
that was responsible for the success 
of the Germans in the destruction of 
the forts of Liege, of Namur, and of 
Antwerp, has an eleven inch bore, 
and weighs about twenty-four tons. 
The weight of a gun varies approxi- 
mately with the cube of the bens, the 
kore being the measurement across 
the mouth of the cannon. If, then, 
an eleven inch gun weighs twenty- 
four tons, a little arithmetic shows 
that a fourteen inch gun weighs fifty 
tons, that a twenty-one inch howit- 
zer weighs a hundred and sixty-seven 
tons, and that the twenty-three inch 
howitzers that are being- méentioned 
today would weigh two hundred and 
twenty tons.

So far as is known none of 
the Good Hope’s -crew survived. 

This was the news given to tho 
British public this evening, just as 
the people were beginning to think 
that’ the German accounts of the re- 
sult of the battle in the Pacific had 
been exaggerated. The only, bit of 
satisfaction for the British is that 
their little Pacific fleet had itself 
chosen to give battle to a very much 
stronger squadron and had not been 
overwhelmed until the last possible 
shot had been fired at the enemy. 

The British cruiser, Glasgow, which 
was with the Good Hope, and Mon: 
mouth, also put up a fight against 
the two German! cruisers Lejpzig and 
Dresden, and whem her bigger sisters 
were put out of action managed to 
escape. 

LIVED UP TO HIS REPUTATION. ' 

Rear Adivdiral Cradock lived up to 


his reputation cf being one of the 


followers ‘of the naval school which 
believes that: the enemy- should be 
engaged no matter what his super- 
iority.
